Already in Adgust 1952 shortages of. fuel appeared in several areas of the East Zone, 
particularly in the Meissen: ‘district and sround.Grossenhaim, Débeln and ‘Dresden. 
Neither motor gasoline ‘nor ration cards were avalleble in these areas. A few of the 
HO stores had motor gasoline at advanced prices. - Since September this” shortage. has 
spread throughout the East Zone. Even the rations for official cars were radically 
Jimited. In September 400 liters per car were allowed, but in November only 160 
liters. The. official Eroues were the needs of the National Arny.
